To be sure, the Negev has made 
considerable progress In 30 years 
and [5 justifiably touted as a show- 
case of development for the 
world's desert regions, Witness 
the growth of Beersheba from a 
small, remote dutpost into Israel's 
fourth-largest city, the eatablish- 
ment of flourishing agricultural 
acttiements on the once-barren 
hills of the northern Nogev and 
parched plains of the Arava, and 
the concentration of heavy In- 
dustry around the Dead Sea. 

But despite the Hp service by 
national leaders, development of 
the Negev was never a4 national 
priority. Local inhabitants 
wondered if Israel was really 
serious about facing the 
challonges of the desert and 
realizing Ben Gurion's dream of 
turning the area into a home for a 
million Jewish settlers.

THERE ARE a number of 
reaggia why, after aueh varly 
promise, the growth of the Negey 
slackened off. When Ben Gurion 
retired from the government to 
hls home at Kibbutz Sde Boker, the 
Negev loat Ita leading spokesman 
and most powerful political ally. 
Successive prime ministers 
preocecupled with other matters, 
acem to have neglected the un- 
derdeveloped southern region. 

Levi Eshkol was concerned with 
“Judalzing"’ the Galilee. Goida 
Meir didn't even include the 
development of the Negev in her 
government's guidelines. Yitzhak 
Rabin made a few obligatory 
fours of the area but, onthe whole, 
displayed little interest in 
domestic matters. And Menahem 
Begin, apart from a one-hour 
pilgrimage to Ben Gurion's 
fravesite last year, hasn't visited 
the Negev since taking office. 

The most telling factor in the 
Negev's atngnation was the after- 
math of the Six Day War when the 
fovernment moved = its 
developmental priorities. Massive 
sums were poured into 
acttlements in the Golan Heights, 
the Jordan Rift and Sinai, and 
thousands of Jsraalls were lured 
by tempting loans, tax and hous- 
Ing Incentlves. 

ΔΒ one measure of comparison, 
13 new settiementa have sprung 
up in the Raflah approaches since 
1967 while, during the same 
period, only 10 (half of them still 
in their infancy) was allocated for 
the entire Negev. 

All this has now changed as a 
wave of ‘Negev fever" sweeps 
the country and those seeking to 
cash in on the construction boom 
set their sights southwards. 


LEADING THE optimists is the 
chief planner for the Southern 
District, Meir Batz. No sooner 
were the Camp David accords 
ratified in the Knesset than Batz, 
a Ministry of Interior official, 
began revising old blueprints 
which had been gathering dust in 
government files and drawing 
new maps to chart the course of 
the ‘‘new Nogev" to the year 2000.

The imperatives of large-scale 
construction projects will 
atimulate the need for local 
cement-manufacturing plants and 
the switch from dense stone to 
light aggregates, developed local- 
ly for building. 

The establishment of relations 
with Egypt may also generate an 
array of local industrial planta, 
believes Joe! Schechter, director 
of the Ben Gurion University 
rescarch and development 
authority. 

“It's likely that we could export 
to Egypt agricultural equipment, 
fertillzers, Insecticides, sead, and 
related farm products,” he says. 
“The natural place for testing — 
tnd manufacturing — these 
products is In the Negev, where 
soil and climatic conditions arc 
simllar.’* 

Schechter believes that the in- 
crease in the labour pool, par- 
ticularly from soldiers’ families, 
will provide the basis for the shift 
from heavy to light, more 
sophisticated, industry In the 
Negev: “Areas such as Mitzpe 
Ramon and Ofakim could become 
centres for electronics and op- 
tics,"" he adds. 


If THERE I8 one subject on 
which all the planning experts 
agree it is that additional sources 
of water must be obtained to en- 
sure the Negev's future. 
Pragmatiats are not willing to 
rely on the “grand canal’’ ven- 
turo, although there is consensus 
that methods of making desalina- 
tion a viable alternative must be 
developed. 

At the Desert Research 
Institute at Sde Boker, efforts are 
being intensified in cloud-aeeding 
— potentially resulting in a 15 per 
cent Increase In local rainfall —~ 
and in the exploitation of 
groundwater reserves. Utilization 
of brackish water reservea from 
Negev aquifers will be sufficient 
for the needs of industry, says 
Schechter, but not for all the 
agricultural settiements planned 
for the area. 

“We will, therefore, have to con- 
centrate on growing crops in 
highly intensified conditions, 
where hardly any water at all is 
needed," he saya. 

Schechter, the architect of the 
Negev case-study for the 1976 UN 
Conference of Desertification, 
pojnts to another possibility Nnked 
to the Impending peace with 
Egypt: ‘Water could be diverted 
from the Nile through a natural 
tributary which runs east to El-. 
Arish. From there, the water 
could be piped to the Negev."' The 
idea, he believes, could become 
feasible as a spin-off of binational 
development projects for the 
Sinai. 


NO SINGLE CITY stands to gain 
or jose more from the peace ac- 
cords than does HMilat. On the 
negative aide, residents voice the 
fear that, with the Suez Canal 
open to Israeli shipping and the 
passageway stabilized for inter- 
national freighters, the Eilat port 


* will dry up ag 8 source of revenue 


and employment. . 

There are solid grounds for such 
apprehension as it will-be much 
cheaper and less time-consuming 
for east-west cargo to bypass the

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fact, at least two Israeli shipping 
lines have already opted for 
profits over patriotism hy 
rerouling their vessels through 
Suez and more are expected to 
follow suit. 

Given thal the population of 
Eflat has not risen from 20,000 in 
over 4 decade and with unemploy: 
ment a serious problem since the 
elosing af the Timna capper 
mines, local citizens are worried 
that prosperity for the Negev 
could mean hard times for Eat. 

Optimists, on the other hand, 
see Ellat becoming a major Mid- 
dle East tourist spa, developing 
extensive vacation facilities. 
Charter airline companies. 
already doing « brisk business in 
sun-secking Europeans, are now 
studying the proapect of Eilat serv- 
ing as a focal point for trans: 
Sinai toura. 

And if, an some pojitical 
observers predict, African σον" 
tires re-open diplomatic relatious 
with Tarac], focal tour operators 
believe that Eilat contd become a 
jumping-off port for pleasure 
cruises along the African coast 
and then northward through the 
Sucz Canal to the Mediterranean.

Turn- 
ing Eilat {nto such a duty-free 
area, some believe, would provide 
the city with a solid industrial 
base. 


AMIDST ALL the anticipation of a 
burgeoning Negev there has not 
been much concern shown for 
protecting the desert's delicate 
ecosystem. What with tanks rac- 
{ng across manoeuvring fields, 
new industrial sites, trans-Negev 
canals and a nuclear power sta- 
tion — all requiring vast amounts 
of terrain — there is justifiable 
concern for the flora and wildlife 
of the desert, as well as sanc- 
tuaries for migratory birds, 

Ono way of avoiding this 
problem, and that of the 
haphazard results of various 
ministries and localities im- 
plementing their own separate 
programmes (ἃ common oc- 
currence in the region) 8 em- 
braced by a proposal floated by 
geographer Yehuda Gradua: The 
creation of a comprehensive plan- 
ning and administrative unit for 
the Negev such as the Tennessee 
Valley Authority in the U.S. Such 
a body would, saya Gradus, devise 
and implement In an integrated 
manner ali the programmes 
planned for the desert's develop- 
ment. 

“This authority would govern 
all matters relating to industry, 
agriculture, energy, ecology, etc., 
and would function as a quasi- 
governmental agency." 

The body would include local 
eltizens, planning experts and 
army officials.

Hames that were in bad repair, 
or hard te get tu, or which were 
located in dangerous border 
aureus, oflen were simply sealed 
up.

In a sort of ad hoe policy, 
Amidar, the government housing

Hebrew University's School of 
Social Work explains that the 
difference in policy between the 
two companies is because Amidar 
has traditionally been un- 
concerned about its public image. 
However, in the early 1970s, when 
there was much social unrest over 
housing, the Jewish Agency found 
itself under attack for conditions 
in flats which it owned but were 
being administered by the govern- 
ment company. 

Ag a result, the Jewlah Agency 
set up its own housing company, 
Amigur, which takes an active 
part in the administration of Its 
property. ° 

Jaffe adds that after Amigur 
was established, he had hoped the 
“gompetition”. would result in 


more active involyement by. 
.Amidar in the affalre of its 

tenants. This has not been the. 
, case, he adds. ᾿ 

’ He agrees with the anonymous - 
‘woman in Baka, that children are .. - 
adefinite help to those planning'to | 


occupy a flat. In fact, he adds, 
children are often used as (0018 by 
those who have nothing else, such 
as influence, education, a good job 
or wealth, golng for them. 

Unfortunately, he observes, the 
situation in Israel teaches us that 
confrontation brings results. If, on 
the other hand, you work accord: 
ing to the rules, fill In the forms 
and wait in line, you may not 
reach your goal. He adds that 
many of those who do choose con- 
frontation have in fact waited for 
many years and seen that waiting 
does no good. 

Often, he nates, those who squat 
{n a building have no Intention of 
living there, but are simply find- 
ing a way of opening negotiations 
for a home with the authorities. 
The prime example of this, he 
points out, is the Asbestonim 
quarter of Jerusalem, whose 
ramshackle prefabricated 
dwellings were occupied as fast as 
the original tenants were rchous- 
ed, 


EVENTUALLY, to break the 
pattern, the government resorted 
to tearlng down each shack as 
soon ag it was vacated. One may 
atill see some of the two-family 
homes shorn in half, with only one 
part still standing. For such peo- 
ple, he notes, squatting is the only 
way they have of getting the es- 
tablishment to talk to them. 

It is certainly easier than enter- 
ing the housing game set up by 
Prazot, he says, where according 
to a complex numbers system, a 
family may well decide to crowd 
thelr house atill further, with yet 
another child, to qualify for hous- 
ing in two years’ time. The fact 
that there are squatters — and he 
expects many more squatters in 
the near future — Js a way of say- 
ing that the present system ig 
simply not answering the needs of 
the people. 

Micha Kenneth, the director of 
Prazot, admitted that the points 
system 15 arbitrary, but he inaists 
that there {s no better system and 
there must be some means by 
which applicants can be judged 
daa of receiving hejp in hous- 
ng. 

Moanwhile, another Prazot of- 
ficlal told me recently that 
although a strict order is main- 
tained in determining need, once a 
client Is considered worthy, the 
company makes no promises 
about what form the help will take 
or how long the client will have to 
wait to receive it. 

Jaffe ia particularly bitter about 
the plight of large families, which 
he feels is neglected by an es 
tablishment which hag accepted 
the small family as ideal. Jaffe 
warns that by not filling the needs 
of the large family, we could well 
be ensuring that Israel will even- 
tually become a Moslem state, 
peace treaty or no peace treaty. 

Now especially, with housing 
prices far out of the reach of the 
modest family, and with peace 
removing foreign affairs from the 
top of the priority list, the tenden- 
cy to occupy flats, or even more 
violent forme of social unrest are 
likely to occur, he feels. After all, 
Jaffe pointe out, the squatting 


system has worked as a way of. 


solving the housing problem. 
In fact, he feels it is.those who 
have had some peraonal contact 


‘with’ a squatter, elther as a 


relative, friend or neighbour, who

A COMPLETELY different type 
of operation is provided by the 
Quaker Legal Service. Operated 
by the American Friends Service 
Committee, the agency was 
started four years ago to assist 


People primarily from East. 


Jerusalem with legal problems 
and to inform them of their civic 
rights. 

The Legal Service has 
procured legal assistance for ex- 
Propriation and eviction cases 
where the familles were unable to 
do so themselves, according to 
their ability to pay. The Service 
was also instrumental in the in- 
itlal phases of the Bourkan case in 
the Jewish Quarter, which was 
later taken up by the family's 
private lawyer. 

Also as many complaints con- 
cerning the criteria and 
procedures of the East Jerusalem 
Social Welfare Office reached 
their office, they made a atudy 
and presented a position Paper to 
the proper authorities. According 
to Jim Fine, the American direc. 
tor of the agency, this led to cer- 
tain improvements in the social 
welfare office. 

However most of the cases 
brought to the Legal Service are 
individual and civil rather than 
political in nature: landlord- 
tenant disputes, divorce and 
damagé incidents, or fines for non- 
payment of licences. 

The American Friends Service 
Committee -have no missionary 
aims, explains Fine, and in Israel 
include two other major projecta: 
a centre for the diagnosis and 
treatment of mental retardation 
of early-school aged children, 
operated in coordination with the 
Ministry of Social Affairs in 
Beersheba and serving primarily 
the Jewlsh population of the 
Negev, and 13 kindergartens in 
the Gaza Strip, in cooperation 
with UNWRA, serving 1,000 Arab 
children, 


A FINAL example of non- 
rellgious, non-commercial 
church-sponsored activities in the 
Old City of Jerusalem is the per- 
cussion band of St. Mark's 


- Church, 


The Church and the three-storey 
building and courtyard built 
around it, house the Jerusalem 
headquarters of the Syrian 
Orthodox sect, which traces its 
history to the 1st Century and ia 
probably the oldest Christian 
denomination in the world. 

According to Father Yakoub 
Korlah, the local BisHop's assis- 
tant, the rites of the Syrian 


’ Church. are very ancient, very 


close to the Jewish tradition and 
even. their language, Syraic, [5 
similar to Aramaic, the tongue of 
the Talmud. - 

The youth band, associated with 
the Scout movement, can be heard 
practising for many months of the 
year.

THI BIRTH of Habimah, 60 yeara 
ago this month, was a unique 
event iu the history of the theatre. 
lt was the only national theatre In 
the world to be founded on allen 
soil (Russia), the only one to per- 
form In a language that practical- 
ly did not extat aa a means of dally 
intercourso — which meant that 
the theatre had no ready audience 
and functloned for a number of 
years in a hostile political at- 
mosphere. 

Fortunately for us, there were 
among tho origina! Habimah peo- 
ple men and women as talented 
with the pen as thay were with the 
spoken word, and the historic 
beginnings wero recorded in great 
detail, Among the moat telling and 
poignant documonts 15 the diary of 
the actor David Vardi. One entry, 
dated September 9, 1928, a manth 
hefore the Habimah Studio gave 
its firat performance, reads: 

“Wo held a general meeting of 
tiabimah today and discussed the 
foad question. It was decided ta 
aend two members to the coun- 
trystde around Mostow to buy 
flour and potatoes, Otherwise we 
shall simply die of starvation. 
Moscow is getting empticr and 
emptier. The bourgooisio are 
jeaving, and Jews are running 
away for fear of pogroms and 
Bolshoviat degrees." 

It waa a shart time after. tha 
Revolution, olvil war was raging 
th'the distant parts of the empire; 
the spectre of pogroms was never 
far away, despite, or perhaps 
beaause of, the affialally 
proclaimed abolition of all racta! 
and roligious discrimination, 

The handful of young people 
who formed the -Habimah Studia 
were, of course, mativatad by the 
desire to appoar on stage, but, 
more important, they were full of 
the Zloniat seal thon gripping 
Eastern Buropean .Jowry. 
Establishing Hebrow theatre was 
to them a Aloniat act of tho first 
“magnitude — as indeed: it wan. 

The leader of tho group, Nahum 
Zemach, wag a Zlonist visionary, 
the Theodor Heral af tha theatra, 
To quote Vardl again, thore they 
were in a freezing room, huddled 
around ἃ cold stove, Zemach 
holding forth as If he were ad- 
dressing. u large audience: ᾿ 

“And now we are in Joruaalom, 
the Habimah edifice rising in 
splendour on Mount Scopus, Our 
actors ure the contemporary 
Levites, We have our chalr, 
painters, directors, dancorg — all 


our own, And all the pedpie awell-. - 


ing In Zion come to us: pilgrims 


from oH corners of the Land come . 


to see the spectacle prepared for 


them by Habimah. Yes, our cyes - 


will see all this in Zion." 
The wvegtnninga were far 
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from aplendid, at least in the 
physical sense. Habimah's firat 
show, the Avening of Beginnings 
(an inadequate translation of the 
original Neshef Bo'rashit), com: 
prised four one-act plays. It was 
presonted in what used to be a 
private home (béfore the Revolu- 
tlon the property belonged to a 
Moscow nobleman known for hia 
anti-Semitism}; the reception 
room was oquipped with an 
amphitheatrical arrangement of 
benches, and a small stage was 
built against a wall. 

There were exactly 90 people In 
the audience (they can be counted 
on the (amous photograph that im- 
mortalized the occasion). But 
what the audience lacked Jn quan- 
tity It made up in quality. All the 
leading porsonalities of Jewlsh 
Moscow were thera, including 
Chief Rabbi Maaze, Bialik, and 
the Zionist writer Hayim 
Greenberg. Also present was 
Maxim Gorky, then at the height 
of hla preatige, and, most 
Significantly, Konstantin 
Stanisiavsky. 

Jt was Stanislavaky who had 
made it all possible. Fired with 
visionary enthusiasm, Zemach 
had taken the daring step of ap- 
proaching the great man, tho 
founder and director of the 
Moscow Art Theatre, to ask for his 
help. To overybody’s surprise, 
Stanislavsky was excited by the 
idea of a theatra performing in the 
languago of the Bible, and offered 
his services as a teacher and men- 
tor, taking tho fledgling group un- 


. der his wing as a studio affillated 


to his Art- Theatre, Busy as he 
waa, Stanidlavsky would come to 
Habimah late in the evening and 
deliver a tecture that often lasted 
until dawn.

Subsequently dis- 
satinfied and ultimately revolted 
by the material plenty surroun- 
ding her, ahe drops It all to return 
to the French village where she 
spent the war, hoping to recapture 
her days of youthful Ideallsm. 


A STILL gloomier view of British 
society is presented by David 
Mercer, at 50 ἃ member of the in- 
termedlate generation of Engilsh 
playwrights. In Cousin Viadimir 
at the Royal Shakespeare Com- 
pany, we meet two arrivals from 
the USSR, a selentist turned black 
marketeer, and his niece.

Jast moment a girl with a British 
passport. The marriage ceremony 
ig conducted by a rabbi who was 
summoned by mistake; the 
bridegroom tella him a hilarious 
cock-and-bull story and convinces 
him that he is a black Jew from 
“the temple of Nimrod." The 
ceremony, with the offlelalsa 
holding up the huppah, fa con- 
ducted with great seriousness by 
the rabhi (who carries with him a 
marriage kit complete with kid- 
dush wine and αὶ glass for the 
bridegraom to break), and is a 
alde-splitting farce. 

The play also makes a serious 
point under all that hilarity. By in- 
troducing the rabbi, so securely

The order to that effect 
included an opinion on the subject 
written by the People’s Com- 
missar for Workers' and 
Peasants’ Control, a little known 
officiat named Joseph Stalin, 

Evening of Beginnings was 
followed by ἃ more ambitlous 
production, The Hicrual Jew by 
the American Yiddish writer 
\David Pinsky, with Hanna Rovina 
in the memorable part of the 
Mother of Messiah. Then came 
The Dubbuk. 


HABIMAH'S production of The 
Dy bbuk ia ane of the most famous 
in the entire history of world 
theatre. It waa performed all over 
the Western world and was prais- 
ed hy the greatest critics of the 
period. It is still the subject of 
learned dissertations wherever 
theatre ja studied. Habimah's 
fame all over the world is based 
primarily on that one production 
56 years ago. 

S. An-8ki, a folklorist turned 
playwright, originally offered his 
play to Stanislavsky, who found it 
unaultahle for his theatre but 
recommended it to Habimah. The 
translation was done by Bialik, 
and the staging was taken over by 
Stanislavsky’s favourite pupil, 
Evgeny Vakhtangof, an Armenian 
by birth and one of the authentic 
geniuses the theatre has produc- 
ed. Only 48 when he undertook the 
task, Vakhtangof was already a 
dying man; he worked on the 
production for over a year, 
between long stays in hospital 
fighting cancer. He was too ill to 
attend the opening night, January 
$1, 1922, and he died soon after. 

It ts generally agreed by 
hiatorlans of the theatre that The 
Dybbuk as then presented by 
Habimah was more Vakhtangof's 
creation than An-Ski'a, The direc- 
tor out the overlong play by about 
a third, and moat of the second act 
— with the celebrated beggars’ 
dance at the wedding — was in- 
vented by him, 80 was the entire 
concept of Leah, the tragic bride 
(played, of course, by Rovina, her 
moat famous role in 60 years), the 
embodiment of all the idealized 
purity and nobility of young 
Jewish womanhood, 


THH IMPACT was tremendous. 
The Moscow press published 
pages upon pagas of laudatory ar- 
tioles, all of art-conscious Moscow 
was in a state of excitement, 
Vakhtangot was hailed aa the 
genius of his generation, and 
Habimah was aalled the 
theatrical miracle of the era. 

Similar ‘reactions awaited 
Habimah abroad, when in 1026 the 
company started on {ts Jong world 
tour, In the Jewish communities 

. of Hastern Europe, Hablmah was 
received as a sure sign of the com- 
ing of a secular Messiah, the re- 
awakening of the original Jewigh 
creative apirit. 

Among non-Jews in Western 
Europe, the impact of the com- 
pany’s artistry was’ enhanced by 
the exoticlam of the language, The 
greatest trlumph was in Berlin, 


ἢ then one of the two capitals of 


world theatre (the other being, of 


* course, Stanislavaky's Moscow), 


‘despite the ominous clouds 
gathering on Germany's political 
horizon. : ᾿ 
~The world tbur. was mérely an 
excuse for Habimah's leaving 
Russia, where the hardening of of- 
ficial attitudes did not bode well 
‘for the future of Hebrew theatre; 


’ the memberg of the company 


. never intended. returning to the 
"land of thefbirth; and they didn't. 


Ahead of them lay years of 
wandering, from capital to 
capital, from triumph to trlumph. 
Until they reached the U.S. and 
met with disastrous failure, which 
resulted in a painful split. One 
group led by Zemach remained 
there, the rest returned to Europe 
and more wandering. 


IN 1926, having already entered a 
period of artistic stagnation. 
Habimah finally came to 
Pulestine. The company was 
greeted at Jaffa harbour by 
almoat the entire Jewish popula- 
tion of the country. But τὶ was only 
a Hmited stay. The amall Jewish 
community was too poor to sup- 
port Habimah, the horizons of a 
small, provincial country in the 
Middle East were too confining 
for o theatre company which had 
heen the toast of Berlin, Vienna, 
London. - 

Habimah eft, after a year and a 
half, to embark on another world 
tour, which lasted about three 
years and brought conalderably 
less success than the first one; the 
novelty had worn off, and none of 
the company's new productions 
came near the originality and ex- 
cellence of The Dybbuk. . 

In 1032, tired from years of 
wandering, unsure of Ita alma and 
its future, Habimah came here to 
settle. There were only 200,000 
Jewa in Palastine at the time, 
most of them poor, many of them 
unemployed, and there were 
already two Hebrew theatres 
funetioning in the country — 
Moshe Hatevy's Ohel, now 
defunct, and the short-lived TAL 
(Teatron Eretz Yisrael) led by 
Menahem Gneasin. ᾿ 

Habimah had finally come 
home, Not in the splendour 
Nahum Zemach had envisioned, 
but to start on an uphill, crisis 
ridden road. 


TODAY, almost half a century 
later, Habimah has the official 
status of Israel's national theatre, 
and it stands at the centre of the 
nation's theatrical establishment. 
Ite building does not rise in splen- 
dor on Mount Scopus, but stands 
on a spacious square, the 
Habimah Square In the centre of 
Te) Aviv, a city which barely ex- 
fated when Nahum Zemach had 
his vision. It is one of the city's 
landmarka, a gtass-enclosed 
rotunda, shining at night like a 
huge lantern. 

The child prodigy of the 1020s ts, 
at 60, a repertory theatre produc- 
ing its annual quota of shows on 
three stages, usually to full 
houses. Some of the shows are big 
hits, some aad faflures. But most 
of them are routine, none ap- 
proximates the sensation of The 
Dybouk or the Messianic impact 
of The Eternal Jew. 

As the country‘'a National 
Theatre — a status which carries 
with {t subsidies exceeding the 
total recelved by all other sub- 
sidized theatres — Habimah finds 
it difficult to Hive up to the expec: 
tatlonas of the enlightened public 
and the critics, both in the quality 
of performances and the cholee of 
repertory. Over the years, the 
company has been criticised for 
occasionally presenting plays | 
which belonged by right ta the - 
commercial theatre, and for not 
dolng enough to develop native 
playwriting, a task at which the 
Halfa Theatre has had con- 
siderable success. 

Habimah's 60th year, however, 
started with great expectations; 
no 655 than 6 original plays have 
been announced for the 1978/8 
season, and the season opened this 
week simultaneously, and 
significantly, with two of them,,

A BIOGRAPHY of John Foster 
Dulles, Allen Dulles and Eleanor 
Dullen ia ueeeasarily unbalanced. 
For who was Eleanor? For some 
ndmittedly important years she 
headed the Herlin desk at the 
State Departinent, holding the 
rank of minister. But it was an 
anonymous position, in no way 
comparnble to that of her 
brothers, John Foster. who was 
Secretary of State from 1953 to 
1049, and Allen, who directed the 
Central Intelligence Agency 
between 1953 and 1981. In-fact, 
Mosley's book iy primariiy about 
John Foster and secondarily 
ahout Allen. Eleanor, atill alive 
and In her eighties, appears main- 
ly as the author's major source of 
information. 

But it is an intercating, if 
depressing. family history. Sired 
by a Preshytcrian minister, Allen 
and John Foster went from Ivy 
League schools to prestigious law 
practices to State Department 
posts, Allon eventually shifted to 
tho OSS and, later, the CIA, while 
John Foster, a 
Repubitean foreign affaira expert, 
hecame Secretary af State under 
Eisenhower. Leaving Ike to his 
golf game, the two brothers, but 
primarhy John Foster, took 
charge of the Free World's 
defenees during the Cold War. 

Allen, at ieast, gave the West 
some satisfaction, notably with 
the overthrow of Mossadeq In 
Tran, the U-2 flights over Russia, 
and the West-Hast tunnel under 
Berlin. His brother's performance 
was leas edifying, John Foster 
entered the international arena 
with the mesaage, ‘We shall roll 
back communism," and Invented 
the word ‘‘brinksmanship.'"' 
However, when It came to the 
erunch in Kastern Europe in 1953 
and again (nh 1068, he was among 
the most craven and uninspired of 
statesmen. 

Reading this book, I was 
reminded, perhaps somewhat un- 
fairly, af the Borglas. Though ἃ 
rather hard woman, Eleanor 
should not be compared with 
Lucrezia; sho was basically 
humane and civilized, and her 
marriage to a rather paranoid 
Jew against all convention, mark- 
ed her out as highly principled, 
But without a doubt Machiavelll, 
who idolized Ceaaro Borgia, would 
have appreciated John Foater. 
And Allen, his amlability and 
charm notwithstanding, was no

He had turned out 
to be an extremely devious man... 
and a disaster for the United 
States." 

After participating in !mportant 
decisions in the last years of the 
Truman administration in 1952, 
with Republican victory in the 
cards, John Foster resigned and 
swiftly dissociated himself from 
almost every Democratic policy 
in which he had a hand. 

As Secretary of State under 
Eisenhower, John Foster was 8 
disaster. He muffed the probable 
chance presented by the 
Hungarlan Revolution of releas- 
ing at Jeast one Eastern European 
state from Soviet control, At the 
time, he preferred to stand firm 
against Britain and France {and 
Isracl) during Suez, In 1954 he 
successfully alienated the Chinese 
for 15 years by simply turning his 
back on Chou-Ein-Jai as the latter 
proceeded towards him to shake 
hands. 

As Winston Churchill conclud- 
ad, “Foster Dulles is the only case 
I know of 8 bull who carries his 
chine shop with him."" James 
Reston thought him a supreme ex- 
pert in the art of diplomatic 
blundering: ‘He doesn’t stumble 
into booby traps: he digs them to 
size, studies them carefully, and 
then jumps.” 

Allen wes a more likable guy, 
although Kim Philby, British spy 
and Moscow penaioner, thought 
him ‘bumbling.’ But then Philby 
had an Olymptan view of all those 
he successfully deceived. And 
Allen did end his career with an 
enormous and stupid blunder, the 
Bay of Pigs. 

Mosley's assessments of the 
three Dulles siblings appear to be 
fair, But while highly readable, 
his journalistic prose is not 
always accurate. The Kapp 
putsch was not almed at a Com- 
Tunist government (p.62); the 
Germans were allowed by the 
Treaty of Versailles to keep a 
defensive army (p.72); and 
Commander Crabbe's body was 
not recovered.

ON THIS basis, Rabbi Gordia con- 
structs a sexual ethic for contem- 
porary Jews. Based on the aquali- 
ty of man and woman, it holds that 
sex is nota sin, marriage is not a 
prigon and divorce is not a crime. 
And yet the family {s still the 
bridge between individual and 
society. 

But not all Gordis’ premises will 
be acceptable to everyone. To 
stipulate that ‘marriage is an act

The elder Senger lived in cona- 
tant dread of being revealed as a 
former revolutionary and it waa 
ironical, therefore, that the family 
eventually became suspect not for 
political reasong but because of Its 
Jewishness. 

The unforeseen was, 
nevertheless, guarded against, 
and the cover which Senger had 
provided was to protect the family 
against anti-Semitism for 12 long 
years, up until 1048. 


This was doubly fortunate 
because there were several 
neighbours of the family. who 
elther. knew or suspected that the 
Sengers were Jewish. Valentin 
even-remembers being denounced 
as a Jew by his classmates at 


school. But no one informed the 
Gestapo and rumours do not seem 
to have reached the street's most 
fervent Nazis. 


OTHERS WHO knew the Sengers’ 
secret also kept quiet. Young 
Valentin's girlfriends,.a local 
policeman, the family doctor and 
Jakob's employer were all aware 
of the truth and held back from 
betraying them. : 

Those who would have handed 
the family over to play thelr part 
in the “final solution" were taken 
in by the parents' guile, and ea- 
pecially that of the mother, Olga, 
who even worked out a detailed 
family tree to show that they were 
ethnic Germans from the eastern 
Volga region. a 

This ruse paid off. Valentin's 
teacher at schoo! waa a true Nazi 
and sought to Instruct his puplis in 
the. validity of Hitler’s racial 


theories. The absurdity of these 


theories was triumphantly 
demonstrated, however, when, 
having examined Valentin's head 
with mathematical prectaion, he 
pronounced him. ‘pure Aryan 


through and through." 

Vatentin himself once risked ex- 
posure when he tore up anti- 
Jewish {literature in front of his 
class. Amazingly, no one thought 
it significant and the family 
breathed freely again. 

In 1944, Valentin and his brother 
Alex were drafted into the army. 
Alex was killed in the last days of 
the war but Valentin managed to 
desert and survived as a refugee

After the war, Valentin lived in 
the Russian-oceupled zone of Ger- 
many and worked for a time in the 
East Berlin Communist press of- 
fice. 

In 1959, he rejected Com- 
munism and returned to

FOHK YEAS, we have dencribed 
the lemon-flnvoured, clear Tempo 
heverage to tourlats and πον’ 
comers aa “the local equivatent of 
1-Up."' Today, the real 7-Up brand 
har begun to appear In Israel, 
To the Isracil consumer, lt can 
be likened to "white Tempo'' — 
or, for that matter, to Crystal 
Lime-Lemon, Schweppes Lemon- 
Lim, Goldsun Lemon and 
probably several other 1068] car- 
honated drinks. In a non-labelled 
sight-tasle test, it is very difffeult 
tu differentiate among these. 
Mi.ny Israelis, of course, are 
familiar with 7-Up elther from 
travels abroad or from trips te 
Gaza. Its dark-green bottle with 
white and red tcttering is casy to 
spot. In English-speaking coun- 
trles, it (a often advertised aa ‘the 
Un-Cola,"’ to set it clearly apart 
from the two soft drink giants, 
Coca-Cola and Pepsl Cola. 
Among my clearcat memorica 
from my first trip to Gaza in 1967, 
Juat after the war, waa passing tho 
Up factory near the entrance to 
the town, It aeemead an in- 
congruous touch of Americana in 
the midst of the Middle Mast. The 
factory was no longer functloning, 
but one could stil! buy Gaza- 
hottied 7-Up — and we thought we 


detected a saccharin-sweet . 


flavour we did not recall from the 
American original. 

Our taste buda were not mis- 
taken. I am told that the 7-Up 
plant in Gaza waa shut dgwn from 
1967 unti? 1072 not only because of 
the disruptions of war (the factory 
‘iself was not damaged), but 
becauso tha mother company in St. 

’ Louis, Miasourl, was displeased 
that the Gaza operation was ad- 
ding extra sweetener to the for- 
mula out of deferenco to local 
tastes, 

When tho 7-Up factory in Gaza 
reopened, distribution was Iimited 
ta Gaza, Sinal, Judea and 
Samaria, and efforts over the 
years by Israelis to obtain a 
licence to bottle 7-Up in Israel fall- 
ed, apparently because the com- 
pany bowed ἰο the Arab boycott. 


URETURNED from my, U.S. viatt- 
recently to the aight af 7-Up dis- 
tribution trucks plying the stroeta 
of Tel Aviv. The firat thing I notic- 
od waa how odd 7-Up logked when 
tranaliterated into yowelled 
Hebrew. On the green botttes 
themaelyos, the name so far 
appears only in Binglish and 
Arabic, with a Hebrew label 
pasted on to the bottle and Hebrew 
lettering on the bottie top.

Again, the 
answer is that the mother com 
pany requires a uniformity in the 
base ingredient for the drink 
which bears its label. 

Maybe so, but the consumer alll! 
has the choice of patronizing ἃ 
lemon-flavoured drink which hes 
ita flavouring source in locally 
grown citrus fruit. 

Moshe latiegeet goneral
